The Su icid e 
Ku ig who formerly mad e Ru shv ille 
his home and followed the painter's 
trad e here, has had his share of the 
limelight in the past few y ears. 
He 
ha> attempted 
self-d estru ction no 
less than twenty times ir^ 
v ariou s 
cities. 
A d ispatch from 
Hamilton, 
Ohio, tells of his last d iv e for d eath. 
It say s: 
“If Charley Wolf had n't mad e so 
many rou gh hou se mov es and had n't 
cried so pitifu lly he wou ld be occu ­ 
py ing a soft cot in Mercy hospital 
instead of keeping company by his 
lonesome in the pad d ed cell at the 
cou nty jail. 
Incid entally the 
work 
hou se wou ld n’t loom u p so gracefu l­ 
ly before him as it d oes at present. 
“Charley is the fellow who went to 
Dr. G. M. Cu mmins' office on North 
Third street y esterd ay afternoon to 
shu ffle off. While the d octor was a t­ 
tend ing a patient in his priv ate office 
Charley qu enched his 
thirst 
with 
some d ilu ted Carbolic acid . And then 
he groaned . 
The noise attracted Dr. 
Cu mmins and when he reached the 
waiting room he fou nd Wolf sprawl­ 
ed on the floor, 
u nconsciou s 
and 
pu rring like one of Kelsey Chepf’s 
trolley cars. 
“The police ambu lance 
remov ed 
the v ictim to Mercy hospital. Abou t 
the first thing the 
officers 
noticed 
was that there was ev id ence of more 
carbolic acid abou t Wolf’s chin and 
lips than on 
the 
interior of 
his 
mou th. Wolf remained ‘u nconsciou s' 
for sev eral hou rs, bu t Dr. Cu mmins 
nev er was d ou btfu l bu t th at Wolf 
wou ld recov er. 
“Last ev ening Wolf grew bad . He 
appeared or tried to make himself 
appear as being abou t half consci­ 
ou s. 
He arose from his cot and was 
going to clear the room of its fu r­ 
nish ings. 
He was pu t in a straight 
jacket. And then Charley erred some 
more. 
“His rou gh hou se mov es resem­ 
bled those the hospital attaches had 
seen on other occasions and his cries 
were so familiar th at it wasn't nec­ 
essary to refer to the hospital cata­ 
logu e to find their owner. 
Seeing 
how Wolf performed and hearing his 
v oice cau sed the employ es to pond er. 
“Ah, y es. They had gu essed right. 
The patient was none other than 
Charley Wolf, the notoriou s ‘Su icid e 
King,’ who is not ev en allowed to 
peep in Connersv ille, Ind ., his old 
home. 
Wolf was bu nd led u p in a 
qu ilt and taken to the cou nty jail and 
placed in the mad hou se locker. The 
police hav e 
labelled him 
for the 
‘work* charges of loitering and v a­ 
grancy hav ing been placed against 
him 
“Wolf has mad e so many attempts 
to cu t the life line that it wou ld re­ 
qu ire an ex pert accou ntant to esti­ 
mate the nu mber of ‘blu ffs.’ 
This is 
bi> third attempt in Hamilton. As an 
ex ample of Wolf's earnestness to d ie 
it may be well to state thaf he mad e 
three attempts in as many weeks in 
Day ton and it d oesn’t requ ire mu ch 
to d ie in th at town.”

The planet Mars is now nearing 
the earth. 
It rises abou t 10 o’clock 
and by the end of the month it will 
>e wiithin 5 0 
million 
miles of the 
earth and be v ery brilliant. 
Mars is the first of the ex terior 
plantes, its orbit ly ing immed iately 
withou t or bey ond the earth’s. 
Its 
fine ru d d y complex ion and great size 
at present in ad d ition to its rapid 
and v isible mov ement from the hori­ 
zon in the east to a point sou thwest 
and high in" the heav ens by mid night, 
was the cau se for it to be taken for a 
balloon. 
Becau se Mars ,is now nearing the 
earth and in good position for ob­ 
serv ation, a great d eal has recently 
been pu blished in scientific 
papers 
with regard to the practicability of 
signaling to Mars by means of im­ 
mense mirrors and other d ev ises. 
On accou nt of the parallel lines 
observ ed in Mars, which are su ppos­ 
ed to be artificial canals, it is conjec­ 
tu red th at this planet is inhabited , 
bu t many million y ears 
old er and 
fu rther ad v anced in cosmic progress. 
Bu t whether there are the equ iv a­ 
lents of hu man ey es and telescopes 
on Mars to 
observ e the 
proposed 
signaling from 
earth, 
is 
another 
qu estion. 
Like Mercu ry and Venu s, Mars is 
pre-historic as to d iscov ery . 
With 
ev en a small telescope it is a beau ti­ 
fu l object, hav ing a v ery attractiv e 
su rface d iv ersified with 
light 
and 
d ark markings. 
At the poles there 
are white patches called polar caps 
that are thou ght to be masses of 
snow and ice. These polar caps v ary 
in size with the progress of the sea­ 
son on Mars. 
At the close of the 
Martian winter the caps are largest, 
and they grad u ally d iminish in size 
as the su mmer progresses. 
The most remarkable featu re of 
the planet is a nu mber of straight 
lines called canals, allu d ed to abov e, 
crossing it in all d irections. 
These 
markings are feint and d ifficu lt to 
observ e. 
It has been assu med that 
Mars is inhabited , and th at the lines 
on its su rface are the work of intel­ 
ligent beings. It is su pposed th at the 
water u pon Mars has d iminished to 
su ch an ex tend and th at the planet is 
d ry ing u p, and the inhabitants hav e

J. Heney , special counsel of the de­ 
partm ent of justice and also assistan t 
prosecutor in the so-called graft cases 
in San Francisco, received from this 
governm ent last y ear $23,000 for which 
he perform ed do service. 
“How m uch did H eney receive dur­ 
ing the y ear 1908?” 
dem anded Mr. 
M urphy (Dem., Mo.) “and w hat service 
did he perform ?” 
Mr. Taw ney —“He received $23,000 
and perform ed no services for the gov­ 
ernm ent w hatever during that y ear.” 
Sub sequently Mr. Taw ney said: “As 
a m atter of fact, Mr. H eney has not 
perform ed any .active service for the 
la st three y ears. 
He was appointed 
Nov. 7, 1903, and his active service 
continued for ab out three y ears, ^nd 
for w hich he received in all $69,000/* 
Mr. Tawrney fetated, however, tha t 
Mr, H eney ’s salary had nothing to do 
w ith the $27,000 deficiency for the de­ 
partm en t of justice for which provision 
is m ade in the urgent deficiency b ill. 
Mr. Heney , he sihd, had received in all 
from the governm ent, $69,000. 
Asked b y Mr. Cox (Ind.) if any of 
this deficiency was due to the em ploy ­ 
m ent of special counsel to prosecute 
any trust, Mr. Taw ney , answ ering In 
the affirm ative, said the suit against 
the tob acco trust had occasioned some 
of it. 
Mr. B ennett (N. Y.) added tha t the 


prosecutioif of the turpentine trust 
also was responsib le for part of it. 
Mr. Clark (Mo.) denounced the ap­ 
pointm ent of incom petent d istrict at­ 
torney s. necessitating, as he said, the 
em ploy m ent of special counsel. 
The 
practice had grown into a fad, he said, 
and an expensive fad. 
He declared 
tha t if there had b een a com petent 
district attorney cr two in the w est 
there would not have b een so much 
stealing of pub lic lands. 
Mr. 
Mann 
(111.) 
said 
Mr. Heney 
needed no defense. 
“The only people 
opposed to him ,” he rem arked, “are 
those who sy m pathize with som e of 
those who have b een accused if not 
convicted of graft.” 
Mr. B urke (Pa.) called the Illinoisan 
to order, say ing that Mr. M ann’s ad­ 
m ission tha t Mr. H eney needed no de­ 
fense disposed of the necessity of con­ 
sum ing the house’s time. 
“I am glad,” said Mr. Mann, “that 
only one m em b er and he from the 
great and pure sta te of Pennsy lvania, 
is opposed to Mr. H eney .” 
Fearful that Mr. Heney would get 
a further allowance, Mr. Fitzgerald of­ 
fered an am endm ent prohib iting It. 
Sm arting under Mr. M ann’s sarcastic 
reference to Pennsy lvania as “a great 
and p ure” state, Mr. B urke charged 
that he had b een placed in the position 
of denouncing a com petent and earn­ 
e st pub lic officer. He had ob jected, he 
said, b ecause Mr. Mann was ab using 
the privileges and patience 
of the 
house ., 
T he ' suggestion of Mr. M ann he 
characterized as gratuitous. 
“B ut I 
w ant to say ,” he rem arked w ith some 
w arm th, “tha t w hen the great and pure 
state of Pennsy lvania w ishes to have 
Its politics or Its m oral tone im proved 
It will not go to the gentlem an from 
Illinois, the state of Illinois or the city 
of Chicago, from which the gentlem an 
hails.”

Sut­ 
ton’s former classmate at th e academy 
and one cf th e principal actors in th e 
midnigh t figh t w'h ich cost young Sut­ 
ton h is life nearly two years ago, oc­ 
cupied th e witness stand during th e 
entire session and told a graph ic story 
of th e incidents leading up to Sutton’s 
death . 
W ith nervous demeanor, mo­ 
m entarily confused at times, and yet 
alm ost defiant under th e severe cross- 
examination of Henry E. Davis, coun­ 
sel for Mrs. Sutton, th e young officer 
sat facing Sutton^ moth er and sister. 
His 
broth er 
officers, 
Lieutenants 
Bevan and Osterman, flanked by Ad­ 
ams’s two lawyers, sat farth er down 
th e inquiry table. 
Major Henry Leon­ 
ard, U. S. M. C., th e judge advocate, 
and th e th ree members of th e board 
completed th e impressive sitting. 
At 
one point in h is testimony Lieutenaant 
Adams and an orderly 
enacted th e 
struggle with Sutton in th e courtroom. 
Th e witness ch air was removed and 
th ey both lay prone upon th e floor. 
Mr. Davis succeeded in bringing out 
a num ber cf discrepancies in Adams's 
testimony compared with h is version 
of th e tragedy at th e former Investiga­ 
tion, wh en th e board of inquiry found 
th at Sutton died by h is own h and.

ter wh en th e senior officer interfered 
as th e automobile was stopped sh ort 
of th e camp with th e intention of 
avoiding being caugh t returning after 
h ours; a later accidenfal meeting of 
th e witness and Sutton on th e border 
of th e woods near th e barracks and 
th e figh t between th e two men, with 
Sotton armed with a revolver in eith er 
h and and firing five « h ots, th e last of 
wh ich h e directed at h is own h ead 
wh ile lying on th e ground—th ese were 
th e points in Lieutenant Adams’s tes­ 
timony. Th e witness said h e h ad risen 
from th e prostrate Suttcn wh om h e be­ 
lieved to be exh austed, and stood a 
few feet back of h im wh en h e saw 
Sutton raise h is righ t h and and fire a 
bullet into h is own h ead. 
Mrs. Sutton’s counsel said th at Miss 
M argaret Stew art of Pittsburg, th e 
young woman wh o was with Sutton 
most of th e evening before h e m et h is 
death , m igh t be called as a witness. 
Her testim ony would be m aterial In 
refuting th e th eory of suicide, h e said. 
Miss Stew art Is now in Canada, h ut 
Mr. Davis said h er fath er h ad recently 
gone to see h er and talked over th e 
advisability of h er returning and tes­ 
tifying.
